petroleum fields and grain centers. 


Referring to the geographical .situa 


tion, which eliminated the question of 
territorial acquisitions. Dr. von Kuehl- 
mann said that therefore it was "ail 
the more necessary to obtain economic 
advantages up to a limit consistent 
with the maintenance of Rumania's ca- 
pacity for production. 


"Two points," he indicated, "mu^t -be 


taken into consideration, first guaran- 
tying- Rumanian agricultural and pet- 
roleum production as urgently neces- 
sary for the carrying on of the war by 
the central powers and for the tran- 
sition period; and, secondly, the im- 
portant role which Rumania has to 
fill in providing a thoroughfare to the 
east, especially as she dominates the 
lower course of the Danube. 


"It is here," continued the minis- 


ter, "that there comes into effect the 
international 
Danube 
delta commit- 
tee, upon which only states on the 
banks of the Danube can be represent- 
ed. Only if the states a~rce to it will 
the countries lying on the Black sea 
be able to come into it. Therefore, it 
is especially important for the Ger- 
man seaboard traffic that we have been 
able to secure sites for dockyards. 


"Along with the Danube, the imppr- 


tant of the Rumanian railways must 
fce considered, especially the Buchurest- 
Czernavoda-Constanza line, over which 
Germany must have control. 
It has 


been agreed with Bulgaria that this 
railway to Constansa, which is to be 
made a free port, with sraln silos and 
petroleum tanks, is to be leased to a 
German company for 99 years.

year to year as can be equipped, trained 
and used during each fiscal year until 
the successful termination of the war." 


By this provision the president can 


expand the army to any size that he 
may deem necessary.

the unlimited power

places directly in his hands the entir<: 
conduct of the war. This authority 
when taken in connection with the vasi 
powers conferred in the Overman co- 
ordination act to co-ordinate and com- 
bine bureaus and departments, gives to 
the chief executive every legal agency 
for an .unhindered prosecution of the 
war,

if the bill in its present form becomes 
a law, to keep sending men over in a 
constantly increasing stream. 


Tentative plans of the war depart- 


ment contemplaee an immediate army 
of 3,000,000 men. 


The bill, as it will be reported, carries 


appropriations 
and authorizations of

PLAN TO AID SHOE MANUFACTUR- 


ERS TO ENLARGE THEIR 


SO. AMERICAN TRADE 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—For the as- 


sistance of American shoe manufactur- 
ers in enlarging their South American 
trade, the bureau of foreign and domes- 
tic commerce has imported more than 
150 samples of the kinds of footwear 
most generally used in Latin-America 
and will publish soon a series of special 
reports on the South 
American 
shoo 


trade by Herman G. Brock of Brockton, 
Mass., who recently returned to this 
.country after a long tour as a special 
agent for the bureau. 


The best opportunities for the sale of 


American shoes were found by Mr. 
Brock to be on the west coast of South 
America. High 'grade shoes are scarce 
there, .while the countries-are very 
prosperous from -the sales of. unusual 
quantities of nitrates, other 
minerals 


and foodstuffs at war prices. 
On the 


cast coast there Is an over-production 
of tine shoes by the numerous and up- 
to-date factories -in. Argentina.- Uruguay 
.Dirt Brazil. Argentina recently doubled 
the duty on-imported shoes for the pro- 
tection of home industry and tariffs in 
the other two countries also are high. 


Peculiarities .pf the Latin-American 


loot must be considered 
in 
making 


foods for sale in those countries. 
1'. 


•vas with this in mind, particularly, 
ttat the burenu collected representative 
'tyles of shoes to illustrate the very 
high instep, broad ankle, short vamp 
and high heel, which the South Ameri- 
can demands. 


In styles, the South American fac- 


tories generally copy American types, 
adapted to local conditions. The modes 
are varied frequently to maintain the 
advantage of domestic over 
imported 


shoes. Niceties of finish are required, 
rather than long-wearing qualities, ana 
objection frequently has been made to 
high grade American made boots for 
women because there was some rough- 
ness of detail or because they were too 
heavy. 
The South American buyer 


wants a "piano finish" even on the bot- 
toms of the soles, which must be flexi- 
ble and light, and any lose threads art: 
likely to prevent a sale. 


Another demand made is that shoe 


uppers should, come together over the 
instep, which is directly contrary 
to 


ideas of a perfect fit in this country. 


Except in the very large cities, there 


is no such thing as a fixed price for an 
article. Every purchase is the occasion 
nf much bargaining, so that the Amer- 
ican custom of stamping- prices on the 
soles of shoes is not in faror. 


American machinery is used almost 


exclusively in the South American fac- 
tories. 
Buenos Aires alone has more 


than ;no factories, some of which have 
•-- daily capacity of SOOO pairs. 


Before the war, England led in the 


!>ale of men's shoes to South America. 
Austria, France and Switzerland sold 
the bulk 
of 
women's and 
children's 


shoes, but all of the Austrian product 
was cleared through Hamburg's com- 
mission houses and the trade statistics 
pave Germany the credit for the sales 
American firms have an excellent repu- 
tation for fair dealing, the quality of 
their goods and the manner in which 
the goods are packed, which probably 
accounts for the increase in business in 
recent years. 


Mr. Brock pointed out that the small 


population of Cuba buys mnre American 
shoes than the 50.000,000 inhabitants of 
South America. He said that in spite 
of export restrictions necessary for a 
successful prosecution of the war and 
notwithstanding the difficulties of do- 
ing business abroad at present, Ameri- 
can manufacturers who are 
serious!-/ 


interested in building up a permanent 
export trade cannot be too strong'y 
urged to actiuaint themselves now witn 
South American needs.

IF FILLED WITH A HIGH 


EXPLOSIVE 


The cylinder, sealed at both ends 


found in a coal car in the Boston & 
Maine railroad yards Sunday and tak- 
en to the office of 
the state police 


Monday by Supt. Welch of the local 
police department, has turned out to 
he a harmless instrument, but if filled 
with a high explosive would have 
clone considerable damage if exploded. 


The alleged infernal machine was 


taken apart by Walter L. Wctlger, ex- 
pert chemist on explosives and in- 
flammables, who in a letter to Supt 
Welch writes as follows: 


"I find that it 
consisted 
of a 


wrought steel tube about 6% inches 
long, one-eighth of an inch in thick- 
ness and had an outside Diameter of 
-•!i inches. Both 
ends 
were closed 


tightly by a heavy pressure of stamp- 
ed steel forced into the 
tube 
The 


stamped end pieces are of the same 
thickness of steel and have a cup- 
shaped indentation. 
On the outside 


of the tube, about half an inch from 
each end, there is a small groove cut 
In the steel and encircling the tube. 


"Upon opening the tube I lind it to 


bo empty 
It would have been a dan- 


gerous bomb if filled with a high ex- 
plosive."

Stokes' counsel. Judge Van Valken- 
burgh, announced that he would defer 
sentence pending a motion for a new 
trial. 
He .set June 1 ay the date for 


hearing the motion. 


Mrs. Stokes received the jury's ver- 


dict without the slightest trace of emo- 
tion. As she was leaving the courtroom 
she declared to those about her that she 
intended going on with her work re- 
gardless of the outcome of the case. 


"If 1 keep my health." she stated, "I 


expect to continue my work and if 1 
should be locked up it would make my 
efforts tremendously more effective." 


The offense lor which Mrs. Stokes 


was convicted carries with it a possi- 
ble penalty of a fine of 910.000 or im- 
prisonment for 20 years, or 
both, 
on 


each count. 


Pending1 the ruling upon the motion 


for a new trial, Mrs. Stokes will con- 
tinue to be at liberty on bond.

perts. Dr. von Kuehlmann. the Gor- 
man foreign secretary, told the Rer- 
Hn chamber of Commerce ni his recent 
speech in whk-h he discuni-ed the Ru- 
manian 
tro.ily before that 
body, the 


German wireless report of the address 
shows. 


Germany's control of the roming Ru- 


manian harvests caused the food ques- 
tion to be looked forward to "with a 
certain amount of confidence," Dr. von 
"Kuehlmann declared. 
German 
trade 


•privileges also were most 
important 


and. these included the lease to x Ger- 
many company for 99 years of the Bu- 
ehareEl-Csemavoda - Constaitza railway 
line, thus giving ready access to the 
petroleum fields and grain timers. 


Referring to the geographical friuia- 


tion, which eliminated the Question of 
territorial acquisitions. Dr. von Kuehl- 
mann said that therefore it was "all 
the more necessary to obtain economic 
advantages up to a limit consistent 
with th.e maintenance of. Rumania's ca- 
pacity for production. 


"Two points," he indicated, "must foe 


taken into consideration, 
first'guaran- 


teeing1 Rumanian agricultural and pet- 
roleum production as urgently .neces- 
sary for the carrying on of the war by 
the central powers and for the tran- 
sition period; and, secondly, the im- 
portant role which Rumania 
has to 


fill in providing a thoroughfare to the 
east, especially as she dominates the 
lower course of the Danube. 


"It is here." continued the minis- 


ter, "that there comes into effect the 
international 
Danube 
delta commit- 


tee, 
upon which only states on the 


banks of the Danube can he represent- 
ed. 
Only if the states agree to it will 


the countries lying- on the Black sea 
be able to come into it. 
Therefore, it 


is especially important for the Ger- 
man seaboard traffic that we have been 
able to secure sites for dockyards. 


"Along with the Danube, the impor- 


tant of the Rumanian railways must 
be considered, especially the Bneharest- 
Czernavoda-Constanza line, over which 
Germany must have control. 
It has 


been agreed with Bulgaria that this 
railway to Constanza, which- is to be 
made a free port, with srain silos and 
petroleum tanks, is to be leased to a 
German company for 99 years. 


"The 
cable between 
Constantinople 


and Constanza played 
an 
important 


role before the war. This cable is to 
be developed to the utmost and se- 
cured from enemy control." 


Alluding: to the agreement by which 


Germany had secured 
the Tlumanlan 


harvests of 191S-19 and the far-reach- 
ing option upon the entire Rumanian 
harvest'for the next seven years. Dr. 
von Kuehlmann said: 
. 


"One can loolv forward to the whole 


food question with a certain amount 
of confidence. • Formal war indemnities 
were not .demanded by Germany, but 
the numerous privileges we 
secured 


are equivalent, in the opinion of ex- 
perts, to anything which would have 
been yielded- by indemnities. 
When, 


some day, the' damage caused by the 
TiT-boat warfare shall have been made 
good by newly built ships, the sea 
route from Constanza will regain its 
importance. 


"Whether traffic on the Danube will 


be able to compete with it is a ques- 
tion of the distant future. 
For 
the 


present, we shall have to rely on thy 
Danube. 


"It would be a mistake, however, to 


turn our eyes only to the east. 
There 


are the mouths of the Rhine and Elbe. 
Future policy will have to see to it 
that German trade strives with 
re- 


doubled daring and energy to, travel 
once more on the open .sea. 
The day 


will come when the genius of our lead- 
ers and the incomparable courage, of 
our army and navy shall have obtained 
victory and peace for us—a day when 


ships will again sail the o^-san under 
the black, while and red flag.

authority to raise an army of unlimited 
atM. 
Th« committee unanimously adopted 


the tonffutve proposed by Secretary 
Baker and auured him if a point of or- 
der were made against its adoption by 
tbe bouse, a apeclal rule would be ob- 
tained to force its passage as part of 
the army bill. 


Power 


Th* text of the provision which Sec- 


retary Baker suggested incorporated In 
th» bill to be reported Saturday reads: 


"The preefdent Is hereby authorized 


to draft, subject to the provisions of 
the selective service act and all acts 
mandatory thereto, as many men from 
year,to year as can be equipped, trained 
and used.during each fiscal year until 
the successful termination of the war." 


By this provision the president can 


expand the army to any size that ho 
may deem necessary. 
This gives him 


the unlimited power he 
sought 
and 


places directly in his hands the entire 
conduct of the war. 
This authority 


when taken in connection with the vast, 
powers conferred in the Overman_cp- 
or din at ion act to co-ordinate and com- 
bine bureaus and departments, gives to 
the chief executive every legal agency 
for an unhindered prosecution of the 
war.

ed by nearly 300,000 each month. But 
with more ships beinpc put into Com- 
mission each day the transportation fa- 
cilities are increasing1 and as they in- 
crease it is proposed to increase the 
size of the army. As long as the need 
for men exists and 
until Germany is 


decisively defeated it is the intention, 
if the bill in its present form becomes 
a law, to keep sending men over in a 
constantly increasing stream. 


Tentative plans of the war depart- 


ment contemplaee an immediate army 
of 3,000,000 men. 


The bill, as it will be reported, carries 


appropriations and authorizations of 
about $12,500.000.000. 
The 
appropria- 


tions amount to something over $9,500,- 
000.000 and the 
authorizations reach 


?3,500,000.000. In addition to this about 
$8.000,000,000 for the war department 
for heavy artillery is contained in the 
fortification bill now being considered 
by the appropriations committee.

agent for the bureau.
